Your vote will make Church history 


before the first round of RAP-Up sessions 
next month. 


The commissions are still working on some 
policy proposals or IFAs that will be 
presented to Bishop Leo T. Maher and then 
distributed to the parishes in time for 
October RAP-Up sessions. 


The RAP-Ups are designed to be 
conducted in small groups of five to 10 
people. 

The scope of the sessions is more narrow 
than that of the previous Speak-Up sessions. 
RAP-Ups are tailored to make decisions-on all 
policy proposals. 


VOTING WILL be on a group or concensus 
basis and participants will decide whether to 
accept, reject or amend-a policy. These 
recommendations will be returned to the 
Synod commissions. 


Results will be recorded, amendments 
added and final preparations made. The 
policies, then in final form, will be presented 
to the bishop for implementation. 


Separate RAP-Up sessions will be held for 
priests and sisters during the last part of 
April and the first part of May. Priests and 
sisters may also attend parish sessions, but 
will be allowed to vote only once.

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Some more willing 
to pledge dollars 
than time, talent

‘A spot check of parishes indicates that some Catholics in 
the San Diego diocese are more willing to pledge their dollars 
to Stewardship than their time and talent. 


Msgr. William Bolger, pastor of St. George, Ontario, said 
that roughly 16 people in his parish signed up to serve as 
choir members, CCD teachers, lectors or ushers. 


“I DON’T THINK we emphasize the time and talent 
aspects of Stewardship enough,’’ he said. ‘‘The treasure is 
important, but-we need to encourage more participation in 
parish life by the laity.”’ 

Father John Campion, pastor of St: Kieran parish, El 
Cajon, said his parish gained one new choir member from 
Stewardship. 


‘But we had a big push for time and talent last year and got 
several new lectors, extraordinary ministers of the Eucharist, 
etc., and are spending a great deal of time developing their 
roles in the parish.’’ 


Msgr. John Purcell, pastor of Sacred Heart, Coronado, said 
that several people volunteered to work with a newly-formed 
FISH program, but that overall pledging of time and talent 
didn’t go well. 


IN TERMS OF treasure, response to Stewardship ’75 has 


been excellent, according to William Standing, diocesan 
development director. 


“To date $1,845,840 of the $2 million goal has been 
pledged in 28,408 gifts,’’ he said. ‘‘That is an increase of 
nearly $200,000 over last week’s figure. Also we have already 
received $582,180 in cash as pledge redemptions.”’

head of the Sulpician Fa- 
thers. 


HE HAS BEEN ordained 
23 years, from Scranton, Pa., 
and like all Sulpicians is a 
diocesan priest on loan from 
his bishop to work with 
seminaries and priests. He is 
in his second term as head of 
the community. 

The renewal weeks or 
symposiums have _ sprung 
from the results of a survey 
on priestly formation pub- 
lished by the U.S. Catholic 
Bishops in 1972 called *‘Spir- 
itual Renewal of the Ameri- 
can Priesthood.”’

USD plans $3 million facility 
to house Hahn. Nursing School

The University of San Diego has submitted 
plans for a $3 million building to house its 
new Philip Y. Hahn School of Nursing to the 
Comprehensive Planning Organization of the 
San Diego Region (CPO). 


To build the facility, the school is asking a 
$2 million loan from the Public Health 
Service of U.S. Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, and plans to seek $1 
million in private donations. 


The proposed nursing school would have 
office space and classrooms for 33 faculty and 
staff members and 275 registered nurses 
studying for a bachelor’s degree in nursing or 
in continuing education programs. 


Plans indicate the nursing school would be 
attached to Camino Hall as a two-story 
structure covering 30;000 square feet. 


The CPO will review the plan after 
studying the impact a projected 10 per cent 
increase in student population would have on 
the surrounding community.

“What's up with the Jesuits? — 


The Jesuits have been meeting since early in 
December in Rome in their 32nd ‘‘general 
congregation’’ to shape the future of this elite 
society. The Pope has taken a personal—even 
anxious—interest in their deliberations and has 
reiterated his concern for more discipline among 
those within the Society of Jesus. 


In a recent hour-long private audience with the 
Jesuit Superior, Father Pedro Arrupe, Pope Paul 
evidently restated this concern and, in fact, had 
handwritten a letter to Father Arrupe informing 
Jesuits that he would not approve any change in 
their fourth vow of special obedience. 


He also demanded that the congregation send all 
documentation of the meeting to the Vatican, so 
that no legislation would be enacted without 
Vatican approval. It is reported that members of the 
congregation— Jesuit superiors from throughout 
the world—were upset by the Pope’s fears, 
although they are striving to carry out his wishes. 


In these days of unprecedented events, in and 
out of religious area, | think the Pope has a right to 
be worried. You can never tell what people might 
come up with these days—even Jesuits, or maybe 
especially Jesuits, for whom | have the highest 
admiration. The 32nd genera! congregation ended 
last week and we await the official decrees with 
interest. 


Federal fattening 


How strange that the federal government funds 
offered to alleviate local unemployment problems 
have been used so _ assiduously by county 
supervisors, city councilmen and others in similar 
positions to boost their own staffs. Nothing like 
building your local power structure on federal 
funds—which come from us taxpayers. 


By the same token, to use a civil service phrase, 
it was good to see Gov. Brown ordering an end to 
_the $153,000-a-year practice of giving free brief 
cases to state employes, saying that ‘‘the volume of 

paper expands to fill the available briefcases.’’ His 
order to have paper shredders removed, too, was 
welcome, even though it saved only $1,000.

It is well known that the Department of Motor 
Vehicles unfortunately, and to my mind illegally, 
sells information of our names and addresses to 
other organizations who deluge us with unsolicited 
mail.

Remember with love 


We were talking...about bitterness and 
anger and how ciinging to the injuries and 
injustice of the past may distort our 
personalities and warp our expectations of 
life. 


People who dwell on the abuse or 
persecution they may have suffered in the 
past—either individually or as a group— 
and find there only cause for mistrust and 
susdicion, unforgiveness and revenge, 
wil carry this attitude into their future. 


WHEN THE WAY we_ remember 
provokes us to anger, fear or resentment, 
our present is colored by these same 
emotions, and our future already tainted 
by them. 


We often remark that in retrospect most 
-of us choose to recall only what was 
pleasant in our past, the ‘‘good things’’, 
the loves and the success. Some people 
refer to it as a form of escapism, an 
unrealistic desire to ignore the evil and 
unpleasant occasions, but | believe it is 
more a seeking after good, a need to trace 
the positive threads of life and weave 
them into a substance to give meaning and 
purpose to our lives. 


Memories are important only in so far 
as we are able to perceive in them some 
value and significance for the present and 
an indication of some direction towards 
the future. 


LOOKING AT it objectively, it seems 
both pointless and self-defeating to 
expend emotional energy that might be 
more productively employed, in fretting 
and mourning what is over and gone. 

We might reasonably give up hope of 
ever emerging as strong, clear-sighted 
mature people if our focus in fixed on 
hurtful memories in a kind of masochistic 
self-flagellation. 


HATE MEMORIES are destructive. 
They imprint us with the marks of 
bitterness and diminish our capacity to 
either recall or discern what is good and 
productive. ‘‘We find in the past,’’ Father 
John Navone, SJ, says in Theology of: 
Failure, ‘‘what we seek in the future.’’ 

We cannot hope to attain the attitude of 
forgiveness and love so necessary to the 
development of our human potential while 
hugging malicious and hateful memories.

WHAT MATTERS is not what has been 
done to us, but what we have made of our 
circumstances; not whether or not we are 
justified in our resentments, but how we 
have allowed them to affect our 
personality and our expectations.

FOR THE CHRISTIAN, surely, the past 
must always be marked with the footprints 
of God. However great the tragedy, the 
unhappiness, the betrayals and _ infideli- 
ties, the Christian cannot but be aware of 
God’s guiding presence drawing him to 
new dimensions of perception. — 


Every event, every circumstance may, 
in review, reveal another opportunity to 


-grow into greater understanding, greater 


unity with the will of God. ‘’Tending 
towards the gift of God, his past is also the 


gift of God, a sacred memory of divine 


intervention in his history.’’ 


When God is central to our vision, the 
knowledge of his love and forgiveness 
must move us to transcend the negativism 


and hatred to which we so easily fall prey. . 


Through him, we may come to view past 
hurts in a different light, absolving the 
past and giving it meaning in our present 
and healing significance for our future.

in Faith

“I’m thankful for this moment. I never

With these words a middle-aged black 
Carib teacher expressed his feelings during 
the dialogue homily at Mass in Belize City, 
Central America. He had been teaching 
religion for some 27 years. Now, with about 
35 other religion teachers, he was 
participating in a Eucharist celebrating the 
conclusion of a three-day workshop on 
religious education. 


THE TEACHERS sat around a huge table 
as I celebrated the liturgy. They represented 
the mixed population of their small Central 
American country, Belize. There were 
Caribs, Creoles, Mayan Indians, Mexicans; 
most were a mixture of various racial strains. 
Some had ridden over hopelessly rough 
roads for over eight hours, sitting in the back 
of pickup trucks. Others had walked an hour 
or more to participate. 


At the Offertory they brought the bread 
and wine to me. They also brought a 
coconut, a grapefruit, and an orange 
representing the products of their country. 
They brought beautiful red and orange 
flowers that bloom in the villages and bush 
of Belize. They brought a school book 
representing their work as teachers in the 
Belizean towns and villages. 


The Mass lasted almost an hour and a 
half, with many sharing their insights during 
the homily. There was a sense of purpose, of 
deep conviction, as their own creative work 
of the previous workshop sessions was 
introduced into the liturgy at appropriate 
moments. ; 

THAT LITURGY was a deeply moving 
experience for us all. It helped me 
experience what the Second Vatican Council 
means by calling the Eucharist the source 


and summit of the Church’s entire activity. — 


These men and women were experiencing 
during the Eucharistic celebration a kind of 
climax, not only of three days hard work 
together, but a lifetime of dedicated work as 
teachers. The symbols at the Offertory 
signified their lives, not only as teachers, but 
as Christians in Belize, Central America. 


The bread, fruit, and books represented 
their work, hardship, and at times, tears. 
The wine and flowers suggested something 
of the rich beauty of the country and the joys 
of their lives. 


BRINGING ALL this together into a 
simple, but carefully prepared, liturgy, led 
the Carib man to share with others: ‘‘I never 
before realized as I do now that God is with 
us in the most ordinary experiences of daily 
life.” For him and for others who shared 
similar thoughts, the Eucharist was a peak 
moment, a kind of summit, in which all of 
life took on more explicit meaning in terms 
of the presence of God. 


_ This celebration became a source of 


deeper, more mature faith. Participants 
encouraged each other to go back to their 
towns and villages to share with others what 
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The Eucharist

they had received. After spending almost a 
week in. their primitive country, I knew 
first-hand some of the obstacles they would 
meet in trying to realize their good 
intentions. Yet their mutual encouragement 
and exhortations were genuine, arising out 
of a more intense awareness of their call to 
be Christian teachers. 


The concluding moments of the liturgy 
were particularly moving for me. Before 
Communion the participants wished each 
other Christ’s peace, not in a perfunctory 
manner, but going from person to person 
with words of encouragement and peace. 

AFTER MASS I watched them climb into 
the back of pick-up trucks for the 
uncomfortable eight-hour ride over the 
washboard roads. There was a sense of 
peace, of joy, of hope, with a renewed 
commitment to their lives as Christian 
catechists. 


This Mass, like others I had experienced 
in other places, was clearly a kind of source 


and summit of Christian life for the 


participants. It was a ‘‘peak moment’’ of 


Christian experience for us all. We 
celebrated what God had been doing in our 
lives and left with a desire to be more open 
to his gifts and to share them with others. 


The Council teaching says in words what I 
have often experienced. But the experience 
is not automatic. Such liturgical celebrations 
need careful planning and sensitive direc- 
tion. The Eucharist is not a magical source of 
grace, an automat of spiritual nourishment. 
Rather it is a peak moment—when

It would be nice if, when we receive the 
Body and Blood of Christ, we could always 
feel that we are really a part of that Body. 
What a sense of joy we would know if we 
were surrounded by friends! 


But how is that possible in a parish amid 
hundreds of strangers? Of course, it is not 
possible in the literal sense. There are, 
perhaps, rare, occasions such as the one 
Father Pfeifer describes. But no one can 
come to know and understand and love 
everyone in an average parish. 


SO, UNFORTUNATELY, the Sunday 
liturgy is one of the loneliest times in the 
week for many. Yet, we are supposed to be a 
“community of friends.’’ The ‘‘Peace of 
Christ’’ is meant to be meaningful, but when 
we greet those nearest us, it tends to be 
mechanical because we do not know these 
people and may never see them again. 


We cannot make “‘brothers’’ of them all, 
nor could Jesus have a personal friendship 
with each of the people to whom he 
preached. He found a dozen- people and 
called his Apostles. These were among his 
very special friends. We can use His method 
as our model. 


We, too, can find a like number of people 
in our parish and go out of our way to spend 
time with them. We can talk to them 
honestly about things that are important to 
all of us. And finally, we will become 
friends. Then, when we receive the Body of 
Christ, it will be ‘‘communion.’’ 


IT IS HUMAN nature to make friends. No

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person is sufficient unto himself. Without 
friendship, we are lonely. Loneliness causes 
profound unhappiness. We need ¢o love and 
care about someone; we need someone to 
love and care about us. 


God made us to His image. His is a love 
that is unlimited—a love that is enough to go 
around to each person. He gave us a nature 
that requires love. Yes, He knows and 
understands us perfectly. He knows we need

National Catechetical Directory: 


How we live our faith ~ 


as Catholics and citizens

This is the second of 17 articles 
adapted from the text of the first draft of 
the National Catechetical Directory. 
This Directory is being designed to 
assist in the teaching of religion to all 
Catholics in the United States today. 


You are encouraged to submit 
observations on every..aspect of the 
proposed document. 


Chapter One of the Directory is entitled 
“‘The Catholic Church in the United States.”’ 
Its purpose is to describe the conditions 
under which we live our faith both as citizens, 
of the United States and members of the 
Catholic Church in this country. 


After describing the roots of Catholicism 
in the United States and the positive and 
negative factors in current U.S. culture, the 
document goes on to say: ‘‘The American 
moral climate is a case study in the conflict 
of two world views, the religious and the 
secular. On the one hand there is the 
religious world view with its creed, cult and 
moral code and a vision of the human 
person, articulated through a long and 
varied history. 


ON THE OTHER hand there is the 
“‘world’’ of everyday affairs. This ‘‘world’’ 
has its own set of beliefs, rituals, standards, 
way of life and a vision of human persons 
that has little reference to the divine. 


“Although most Christians are aware of 
this confrontation, and even speak of 
materialism, secularism and humanistic 
atheism, many fail to comprehend the 
magnitude of the differences. One reason is 
that many Christians take their own moral 
vision for granted believing everyone has the 
same assumption. As a result the present 
confrontation is seen as a Series of practical 
problems to be solved rather than a 
challenge to the basic tenets of their faith. 


“In reality, the two ‘worlds’ now facing 
each other are based on different beliefs and 
assumptions. Each has developed different 
attitudes and programs of action. In America 
today, transcendental religious belief: is liv- 
ing side by side with a secularistic, human- 
istic world view. 


“MORALITY IS the domain in which this 
confrontation is enacted most dramatically. 
In this conflict even many nominally 
religious persons have in fact opted for the 
value system of secular humanism. 


“In coping with the American moral 
climate, the Church must recognize the 
strength of secular society in forming values. 
Clearly the Church, and all religious faiths, 
have fared well in America under the 
conditions of separation of Church and state, 
government neutrality and democratic 
freedom. Such conditions offer much that is 
favorable to religion. 


“The Church also notes that many 
positive values have emerged in contempo- 
rary America. There is a new sensitivity to 
the dignity and fundamental equality of all 
men and women; an increased concern for 
individual self realization, a broadened 
perception of the moral decisions which 
must be made concerning participating in 
warfare; new appreciation of the imperatives 
of social justice. 


“ON THE OTHER hand, some contempo- 
rary observers note that the major faiths to 
some degree have become so integrated with 
it that they uncritically serve its purposes 
and interests. This means that the ethical 
principles and moral values promoted by the 
faith are in danger of being derived not from 
religious beliefs, but from secular -society 


‘itself. 


“‘The secularistic world view is a strong 
voice in American culture. It is producing a 
non-Christian, arid possibly anti-Christian 
mentality. Christian beliefs and values are 
officially tolerated, but given no active 
encouragement. In fact, they are actively 
opposed by some extremely strong forces in 
society. All this tends to strip public 
institutions of positive moral content and 
reduce religious influence on the beliefs, 
values and behavior of Americans.

The Eucharist: Fountain of Grace 


The cross makes 
peace with all things

The Eucharist is the sacrament or sign of 
Christ’s covenant of love with His bride the 
Church, a covenant sealed in His blood of 
Calvary and shed symbolically and by way of 
anticipation at the last Supper. 


The Eucharist is then the sign of that once 
and for all sacrifice of Christ on the altar of 


the cross, a sacrifice which reconciles man 


with God, ‘‘making peace with all things 
whether on earth or in heaven through the 
blood of His cross’’ (2 Corinthians 5:18; 
Colossians 1:20), 


AND YET the men of Jesus’ time were not 
in fact reconciled to the Father. They and 
men before and since had to have the grace 
of Calvary communicated to them personal- 
ly. 

Leaving aside the mystery of the manner 
in which the grace of Christ reconciled man 
to God before Christ’s coming; we are 
assured by the Fathers of Vatican II that in 
the present arrangement or design of the 
“it is in the liturgy, and especially 
the Eucharist, as from a fountain, that grace 
is channeled to us for the sanctification of 
men in Christ and the glorification of 
God...’’ (“Constitution on the Liturgy,’’ No. 
10). 

These words of Vatican IJ open up the 
startling likelihood, proposed by some 
theologians, that without the Eucharist, in 
which the death of the risen Lord is 
sacramentally proclaimed, there would be no 
grace of repentance, no grace of Baptism, no 
grace of reconciliation for those who sin 
seriously after Baptism.’ 


TRUE, GOD could have reconciled the 
world to Himself without becoming man, 
without continuing Christ in His Church, 
without instituting the sacraments, without 
seeing to it that the Eucharist as the sacrifice 
of the whole Christ, Head and members, 
would be that “‘pure offering’? among the 
Gentiles from the rising of the sun to its 
setting. (Malachi 1:11). But God freely 
willed to do all of this and to make the 


Eucharist the effective sign or sacrament of 


Christ’s redemptive death and resurrection. 

The Eucharist is then the sacrament or 
sign of reconciliation, but. not in the sense 
that a person in serious sin is reconciled by 
receiving Holy Communion. On this point we 
must recall that the Eucharist is a sacrificial 
meal that seals a covenant, first entered into 
by Baptism and, ‘if violated, renewed by 
one repentance and its sacrament—Pen- 
ance. 

The Eucharist is a meal of Christian 
fellowship, if you will, an agape or love 
feast. It will deepen fellowship, it will foster 
love, it will strengthen the bond of unity. But 
the Eucharist was not instituted by Christ as 
a substitute for Baptism or an optional 
means of being reconciled after Baptism to 
the Father. 

PERMIT ME to draw a bold and yet true 
analogy from the sacrament of marriage, 
itself a covenant and a symbol of Christ’s 
union with his bride the Church. 


The union of bodies, or marriage act, does 
not establish the covenant, nor does it effect 
a union of heart and mind and soul. Union in 
the flesh is the expression of a love that is 
already present. It will foster love and 
strengthen a love relationship that is 
strained. But of itself it will not reconcile a 
husband or a wife who has violated the 
covenant or vow of fidelity. The sexual act 
must wait upon forgiveness and reconcilia- 
tion. Otherwise the act will be a lie, at most a 
palative which heals no wound. 


This does not mean that the marriage act 
is a reward for being a good husband or wife. 
Much less is the reception of the Eucharist a 
reward for being a good Christian. And yet, 
the ancient Christian couplet, ‘‘Sancta 
sanctis—The Holies for the holy’’—encap- 
sules or sums up the warning of the Apostle 
Paul: 


“WHOEVER EATS the bread or drinks 
the cup of the Lord unworthily will be guilty 
of profaning the body and blood of the Lord. 
Let a man examine himself, and so eat of the 
bread and drink of the cup’’ (1 Corinthians 
11:27-28). 


The Church is often accused of being 
overly: zealous in excluding serious sinners 
from Holy Communion. After all Christ 
welcomed sinners and even dined with 
them. The comparison is misleading. Jesus 
ate with sinners but only after they had 
repented, after they had come to believe in 
Him, after they were reconciled by Him to 
the Father. The Church expects the same of 
those of her members with whom she shares 
the one bread and the one cup. 


‘The Church is also accused of being 
divisive in excluding from Holy Communion 
Christians who are not her members. 
Actually the Church has officially approved 
the practice under certain conditions of 
communicating with those of our separated 
brethren who share-our Baptism and our 
Eucharist faith, if not our obedience, so long 
as they give witness by their lives to what 
the Church seeergs as the Christian way of 
life. 


TO. DEMAND less of ene - separated 
brethren would be to discriminate against our 
own members and to deny our identity and 
mission as an effective witness of the world. 
The Church must depend, if not on all her 
members, at least on those who are her 
communicants, to be a light to the nations. 
The light must be clear and bright and 
sharp-edged enough to penetrate rather 
than to mingle with the darkness. 


But there is another reason why the 
Church expects so much of her communi- 
cants. Christ is the high priest of our 
Eucharist sacrifice and yet our response in 
love to Christ’s covenant renewed in the 
Mass profoundly affects the salvation of the 
men of our day. This is why the Church has 
us pray: ‘‘Father, may we celebrate the 
Eucharist with reverence and love. For as 
often as we proclaim the death of the Lord 
you continue His work of redemption who is 
Lord forever and ever. Amen’’ (Second 
Sunday of the Year).

Special for Lent — 


Our personal sin makes 
whole Church less holy

Father Krosnicki explores the com- 
munal dimension of penance and points 
out the need to be reconciled to the 
community. This is the fifth of the series 
on the new Rite of Penance. Father 
Krosnicki is a doctor of Liturgical 
Theology and associate editor of the 
Liturgical Committee of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


The liturgical movement and the Second 
Vatican Council have helped to rediscover 
the communal dimension of the entire 
liturgical life of the Church. The sacrament 
of Reconciliation is no exception. 


A frequent criticism of confession was its 
excessive ritual and moral individualism. 
Sin was looked upon as affecting only the 
sinner; confession affected only the sinner. 
The new Rite of Penance attempts to correct 
this by emphasizing the social and church 
dimension of sin—my sins make the world 
and Church less holy—as well as the 
collective, ecclesial nature of the sacrament 
of reconciliation—I am reconciled with the 
Church community and with God. 


THE ENTIRE Church works for the 
reconciliation of sinners and joyfully 
celebrates their conversion. The Rite of 
Penance itself must appear as an act of the 
Church to which each individual penitent 
associates himself. 


The second chapter in the Rite of Penance, 
“The Rite of Reconciliation of Several 
Penitents with Individual Confession and 
Absolution,’’ proposes a form of celebration 
which helps to ritually highlight these 
broader dimensions of sin and reconciliation. 


In this Rite each penitent individually 
confesses his sins to the priest and 


‘individually receives absolution. What is 


new, however, to the traditional confessional 
practice is what precedes this individual 
confession and absolution. Basically what 


occurs is a fitting celebration of the Word of . 


God as a means of preparing and disposing a 
number of penitents to receive sacramental 
reconciliation. 


THE CELEBRATION is built araed the 
following basic structure: 


A. Introductory Rites 
— song 
— greeting 
— introductory comments 
— opening prayer 
B. Celebration of the Word of God 
— scriptural reading(s) 
— homily 
— examination of conscience 
C. Rite of Reconciliation 
— common expression of sinfulness 
— litany or song 
— Lord’s Prayer 
— individual confession of sins 
— individual absolution 
— common proclamation of praise for 
God’s mercy 
— prayer of thanksgiving 
D. Dismissal 
— blessing 

IN SELECTING the readings for the 
celebration of the Word of God, Scriptural 
passages should be carefully chosen which 
illustrate the following:. 

1. the voice of God calling men back to 
conversion and ever closer conformity with 
Christ; 

2. the mystery of our reconciliation 
through the death and resurrection of Christ 
and through the gift of the Holy Spirit; 

3. the judgment of God about good and 
evil in men’s lives as a help in the 
examination of conscience. 


(THE - COMMUNAL dimension of the 


sacrament is easy to see in the gathering and | 


praying together of the Church in the 
reconciliation of several penitents. Yet, in 
the context of a celebration which is 


communally rich, the culminating moment of . 


conversion (confession of sins and absolu- 
tion) is done in an individual. manner. 


This should not be seen as an interruption 
of the communal sacramental action, any 
more than the individual washing in the 
sacrament of Baptism or the individual 
eating and drinking in the celebration of the 
Eucharist are seen as such. Rather, within 
the one celebration each person acts as a real 
part of the one community of faith.

Mythology is no help to Irish problems, nor is violence 


The mythology with which trish-Americans view 
the country they or their ancestors left years ago 
“does not help to solve our present problems,’”’ 
according to a Catholic bishop from’ Northern 
Ireland. : 


Bishop Edward Daly of Londonderry, or Derry as 
Catholics call it, was the priest Americans saw in the 
newspapers and on television in 1972 as he 
ministered to a dying 17-year-old boy on Bloody 
Sunday in Derry, when. British troops shot 13 
demonstrators to death. 


NOW AT 41 the youngest of the Irish bishops, 
Bishop Daly spoke at a press conference in Clifton, 
N.Y., where he received an award from the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians (AOH), an Irish-American 
fraternal society. 


“Violence solves nothing,’’ Bishop Daly said. ‘‘It 
took the British a long time to understand that. It has 
taken the Irish perhaps even a little longer. Now 
there is a cease-fire at home and it is holding so far, 
thank God.’’ 


The cease-fire was called at Christmastime by the 
Provisional wing of the Irish Republican Army 
(IRA), the illegal organization fighting to unite 
Ireland. It has been extended since then but has not 
completely ended the violence. 


“THERE ARE still incidents,’’ the bishop said. 
“The Protestant loyalists are shooting people, 
particularly in Belfast. And there is open warfare 
between the two wings of the IRA on both sides of 
the border.’’ 


The Provisional IRA is the more nationalistic wing 
which has stressed the use of military force. The 
Official IRA is more Marxist and oriented toward 
political action. i 


Bishop Daly said he is hopeful about the 


constitutional convention that the British govern- . . 


ment has called, to be held in Northern Ireland in 
April or May. 

THE PRINCIPAL mythologies operating in 
Ireland, the bishop said, are the argument of the 
Rev. lan Paisley, militant leader of the Free 
Presbyterian Church, that a united Ireland would be 
run directly from the Vatican with no rights for 
Protestants, and, on the other hand, the view that 
England is to blame for everything. ‘/Though 
certainly it must bear a good deal’’ of the blame, he 
added. ; 


With Irish-Americans, there are different kinds of 
myths, the bishop said. ‘‘The Ireland of Hollywood, 
of Maureen O’Sullivan and Barry Fitzgerald, never 
really existed and is dead even out there. The Irish 
Republic is a developing industrial nation, part of 
the European Common Market and determined to 
remain in even if Britain withdraws.’’ 


More dangerous, he said, is the-idea that the way 
to help Ireland today is to send money for arms for 
the IRA. ‘‘There are many people in America, 
Irish-Americans, who believe sincerely that the only 
solution to the problem of the North lies in the use of 
force...that the only solution is a military one. | do 
not accept that as a Catholic or as an Irishman.” 


THE BISHOP also deplored ‘“‘the IRA propaganda 
that appears in some Irish-American papers and 
which leads to the sending of money that is used for 
arms.’’ 


Bishop Daly also does not accept another view of 
the cause of the Irish troubles that has been

popularized in this country—the separate school 
systems. 

‘In a free country, people have the right to choose 
the school their child attends. And |. have found 
there is just as much of a problem in towns which 
have only state schools as those where Catholics and 
Protestants go to different schools. It is the 
ghettoized neighborhoods which cause the divi- 
sions.’’ 

THE MOST prevalent myth of all, the bishop said, 
is the one that says the conflict is simply a religious 
problem. ‘‘There are 1.5 million people in Northern 


“The trouble is,’’ he said, ‘‘that the dirtiest word 
in Ireland today is ‘compromise.’ Yet we must 
compromise if anything is to be accomplished. We 
must learn to live together in a creative pluralistic 
society as you have in America. Those who call the 
Protestants of Northern Ireland ‘settlers’ who should 
be sent back where they came from are no more 
realistic than those who feel the Pope would run the 
country if union comes.’’ 


ENGLAND, he believes, would be glad to pull out 
tomorrow if it could be done without unleashing 


‘Remember that when the British troops first 
arrived four years ago, they were greeted as saviors 
by the Catholic population.’’ 


Ireland,’’ he said. ‘Of these, 1.3 million want 
nothing to do with the fighting. In Derry the 
clergymen of all faiths meet regularly in one 
another’s homes to discuss the problems and to pray 
together.

population. It was only later that a series of 
mistakes —the worst (being) Bloody Sunday—led to 
the present tension.’’ 


If the constitutional convention takes place as 
planned, Bishop Daly said, the worst may be over by 
the end of this year. ‘‘Then will come the difficult job 


of converting the people, particularly the young — 


ones, who have been part of this violence back into a 
peaceful civilian life. It is a task for all good 
Christians of Ireland to set their hands to.’’

‘Why do these people do this for us?’ 


Since his retirement, Dr. Tony Guida, 64, a 
parishioner of St. John’s, Encinitas, has become a 
‘one-man missionary team’’ directing his efforts to 
improving living conditions in a small Mexican village 
some 70 miles south of Mexicali. 


In the Oct. 24 issue of last year, ‘‘Southern Cross” 
told his story and recorded his plea for religious art, 
particularly statues of the Blessed Virgin and the 
Sacred Heart, for the isolated community’s church. 


The story was carried across the nation by National 
Catholic News Service, and Dr. Guida wrote this letter 
in response to the generosity of those who responded: 


I feel as though I should let you and all the wonderful 
people that showed their interest in the little Mexican village 
know of its progress and share in its happiness. 


All told and to date 21 statues of various sizes have been 
donated and used. Since the article went nationwide we have 
received several calls-and letters from the East Coast 
concerning the statues also. 


IN ONE CALL, a Mr. Riccio of Hackensack, N.J., simply 
said, ‘The statues are on the way.’’ This was last December. 
A few weeks later, he said in another call that the ‘‘Sacred 
Heart’’ was shipped and that the Blessed Virgin Mary was 
being ordered and would arrive sometime in February. 


In January the statue of the Sacred Heart was delivered, 
four feel tall and one of the most beautiful ever. 


Along with the statues, many SC readers came by and left 
boxes of clothing and made cash donations for the people of 
the village. 


TO ALL THESE wonderful people and you I feel as though I 
own this letter telling of the results of the above.

After going several miles a strange feeling came over me. If 
people that I’d never known or seen, could give me that statue 
and load my van with food and clothing, then why couldn’t I 
turn around and help someone else. 


I TURNED the van and went back, drove off the road to the 
car, took out the chain which is always there, hooked it to the 
bumpers and explained to the man what to do. 


Then I turned around to the seat behind me where the 
statue was and thought, if this be Your Will then help to get 
them out safely. 


Somehow both cars moved very well out of that sand and up 
the 50-60 yards to the road. The people were very, very 
grateful as night and cold were beginning to set in. We went 
our different ways. 


I didn’t make the village in daylight but more importantly, I 
made it in the middle of the Rosary and in the light of few 
candles. The statue was uncovered. For some reason or other 
the daylight was not necessary for them to see its beauty, 
those little candles out did themselves in giving light. 


AFTER THEIR prayers they gathered around it, and it took 
a lot of explaining to tell them how a news reporter would take 
his time to print a story which people would read and donate 
the items to help. ‘‘Why,”’ the villagers asked, ‘‘do these 
people do this for us when;they don’t know who we are and we 
can do nothing in return for them?”’ 


Maybe you can answer them, I can’t, anymore than I know 
why I turned back to get that family out of the sand. 


Thank you and all these wonderful people for helping me to 
do something in God’s name for others that need it.

Augustinian Prior General here - 


Isolationist mentality is damaging the universal Church 


By Michael Newman 


There are two things which the prior 
general of the Order of St. Augustine would 
like to see. They are renewal of the universal 
unity of the Catholic Church and a renewed 
emphasis on the ‘‘religious family’ of 
Augustinians. 


Father Theodore V. Tack, the second 
American prior general in the centuries-long 
history of the Augustinians, is also the 
youngest “‘for the last few centuries’’ of the 
order, being 44 when he was elected three 
years ago. 


“WE ARE becoming too provincial, too 
isolationist, too local in mentality,’ he said 
in an interview. ‘‘This is a real problem in 
the ‘Church, that we tend to lose the 
universality of the Church.’’ 


He said that as he goes to the various 
Augustinian houses around the world he 
tries “‘to make our people more aware that 
we are a universal fraternity and that we are 
giving witness of the possibility in our own 
day and age of a fraternity based on Christ’s 
call for the unity he wants in the Church 
itself.”’ 


He remembered that St. Augustine called 
his community a “‘mini-church’’ and today 
“‘we are trying to be an example of what can 


happen if we really try to answer Christ’s 


challenges today.’’ 

THE PRIOR GENERAL was in San Diego 
visiting an area where the ‘‘Saints’’ high 
school has been a local landmark for more 
than 50 years, where his brother priests are 
in education and parish work. 


“*Missionary activity in the order is not as 
strong ‘today as it used to be,”’ he said. 


“*Perhaps it stems from a misunderstanding 
of what Vatican II said when it told us to get 
to know our own people better. 


“‘But the Church is still calling for the 
workers to go out to other nations and this 
need is very great,’’ he added. 


INCLUDED AMONG areas where Augus- 
tinian missionaries serve, he named the 
Philippines, Indonesia, Peru, Zaire and 
various parts of Asia. 


He mentioned the Irish Augustinians as 
one province still strong in missionary 
activity. Generally; however, the order 
serves in whatever capacity is most needed. 


““We serve the needs of the Church as 
they arise, and leave ourselves open to those 
needs,’’ he said. ‘‘We place emphasis on 
community life, and we get this right from 
St. Augustine.”’ - 


THE PRIOR is concerned that ‘‘this 
charism’’ is weakened by circumstances, 
and he wishes to see a renewal of the 
strength of the ‘religious family’”’ of the 
3,800 Augustinians throughout the world, of 
whom 765 are in the United States. 

““We have fallen into the work ethic of 
America, and have become so involved in 
the apostolate to others that we have 
overlooked our primary apostolate to our 
own communities,’’ he explained. ‘‘And the 
stronger those communities, the more 
unified we are among ourselves, the greater 
service we will be able to give to others.” 

“I find our priests and brothers have 
become so involved in service that they don’t 
have sufficient time for their own religious 
family,’’ he went on. “‘And if a man in a 
family is so involved in his work that it 


upsets the balance of a family, it is wrong.

Cesar Chavez leads 


rally against Gallo

MODESTO, Calif. (NC)—More than 
10,000 farm workers and their supporters, 
led by Cesar Chavez, rallied here near the 
headquarters of the E. and J. Gallo Wine 
Company. 


The rally was the culmination of a 
week-long march of about 1,000 farm 
workers and their sympathizers, who came 
from San Francisco, Delano, and Fresno to 
bolster the United Farm Workers of. 
America’s national boycott of Gallo pro- 
ducts. 


ON THE FINAL DAY, the marchers were 
joined by thousands of others who had 
converged on this Central California 
agricultural town to encourage the Chavez- 
led group. They included clergy and 
religious from all faiths, as well as busloads 
of farm workers along with their friends and 
neighbors. 


“Viva La Huelga’”’ and “Boycott Gallo’’ 
were chanted as they marched through the 
town. Priests and nuns, ministers and 
members of the American Indian Movement 
were among the marchers who heard Cesar 
Chavez state, ‘‘The message to Gallo from 
the farm workers is very simple: 


“Mr. Gallo, give the workers the right to 
vote. Let them decide for themselves who 
should represent them. If the workers are 
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allowed to vote, we pledge ourselves that if 
we lose we will call off the boycott and they 
can live happily ever after.”’ 


AS THE MARCHERS went past the huge 
Gallo complex, they were faced with a large 
banner hanging from a front building of the 
winery, which said: 


“73 more miles to go. Gallo asks UFW to 
support NLRA-type law in Sacramento to 
guarantee farm workers’ rights.’’ (The 
NIRA is the National Labor Relations Act.) 


The Gallo Company bought full-page 
advertisements in major newspapers of 
California to offset the huge demonstration’s 
effect. The ad consisted of an open letter 
from Ernest and Julio Gallo to Cesar Chavez 
declaring that if Gallo broke its contract with 
the Teamsters. union, it would become 
subject to ‘‘Teamster strikes, law suits, and 
other harassment, including boycotts.”’ 


THE AD SAID that Chavez knew Gallo 
had always been agreeable.to an election if 
he and the Teamsters would agree and such 
an election was legally binding and 
enforceable. : 


Chavez told his cheering supporters at the 
rally in Graceada Park to continue their 
boycott of Gallo products. He quoted sources 
inside the Gallo company as Stating that 
sales had dropped 30 per cent since the 
boycott began in 1973. 
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Jesuits’ acceptance of vow ruling satisfies Pope 


VATICAN CITY(NC)—Pope Paul express- 
ed satisfaction with the Jesuit general 
congregation, in final hours of its three- 
month long meeting here, for accepting his 
refusal to permit changes in the special 
Jesuit vow of obedience to 'the Pope. 


In a message to the congregation March 7, 
the Pope told the Jesuits to move ahead in 
reform and renewal, but to do so in line 
“with the norms of the gospel and the 
Society of Jesus itself.” 


The Pope said: ‘‘The society of Jesus must 
be modernized, but not wholly changed or 
disturbed.”’ 


During the meeting tensions had built up 
between the society and the Vatican over the 
congregation’s wish to extend the fourth vow 
to more Jesuit priests and brothers. 


The fourth vow of obedience to the Pope 
constitutes solemn profession in the Society 
of Jesus. Only solemnly professed Jesuits 
are eligible for high office in the Society.

The ordination of permanent deacons, 
most of them married men with families, is 
having its effects on priests and laity, but it 
is early to draw conclusions. 


What is becoming clear is that the deacon 
has to develop a ‘“‘ministry to the 
neglected.”’ 


THIS CAPSULE. description comes from 
Father Frank Fawcett, diocesan director for 
the permanent diaconate program here, and 
Father Neal Dolan, soon to assume this 
responsibility. Both have recently returned 
from the three-day annual conference on the 
status and direction of the permanent 
diaconate in the United States. 


About 125 priests, deacons and sisters 
involved in the programs found that the 


whole process of the deacons’ ‘‘identity’’ is 


still to be resolved. 


“In his relationship with the people and 
with the clergy,’’ said Father Fawcett, in an 
interview, “‘there is still some uncomfort- 
ableness in themselves and in what they are 
doing. On the other hand they have been 
very well accepted by most people in 
parishes where they are working.”’ 


WHAT BECAME clear is that deacons 
Should minister in an area in which the 
Church is lacking effective presence. ‘‘This 
would bring about an identity for deacons,’’ 
said Father Fawcett. 


Father Dolan said that deacon ministry is 
also “‘one of charity, shown by his life style, 
his place in the community and in the lay 
world generally.”’ 


The priests agreed that while the deacon’s 
liturgical role is important—assisting at 


_ Mass, holding paraliturgical services, bap- 


tizing, assisting at weddings—deacons 
should not be seen to be duplicating the 
work of priests: : 


“THE DEACON has to define his 
particular talents, what he is good at and 
what he can do in an area that needs help,”’ 
said Father Fawcett. 


The conference at Phoenix, Ariz., heard 
Bishop Ernest Unterkoefler. of Charleston, 
S.C., chairman of the bishops’ committee on 
the permanent diaconate, stress that 
“ordained ministry is entrusted to persons. 
The person is. more -important than the 
structure itself.”’ 


He said the deacon ‘‘is more than.a 
layman,”’ because he ‘‘has received sacred 
orders and has a specific ministry of word, 


sacrament and charity.’’ At the same time 
he ‘‘will live according to the life style of a 
layman. Most of his time is spent in the 
midst of laity living according to that. life 
style, as father and husband.”’ 


THE CONFERENCE concerned itself in 
major sessions with the diaconate ministry, 
among minority groups, and was told, by 
Father Virgil Elizondo, director of the 
Mexican-American Cultural Center in San 
Antonio, Tex., that the program needs to be 
open to cultural differences. 


“‘The values of the Hispanic community 
are different, and these values must be 
respected in forming candidates for the 
permanent diaconate,’’ he said. 


Father Dolan said that the first year in 
training programs for deacon candidates 
should deal closely with their faith 
development, their attitudes and the 
question of accountability. The importance 
of wives and their support in the program 
and following ordination could not be 
overstressed, he said. 


The conference examined the effects of 
the ministry on the deacon’s marriage, on 
his pastoral skills and their development and 
on the spirituality of candidates. 


“THE PROGRAM has come a:lonz way,”’ 
said Father Dolan. ‘‘Already we ar talking 
of regular evaluation of deacons, yet we are 
only just getting around to this in priests.”’ 


Both priests said that post-ordination 
requirements will probably be stringent as 
they develop in coming years, with a specific 
determination for continued education, 
reading, workshops and other study forms. 

“If the deacon shows he is unable or 
unwilling to conform, there may be an 
annual review,’’ said Father Fawcett,’’ and 
a deacon’s official standing and faculties of 
ordination could be withdrawn.”’ 


FATHER DOLAN said there had been 
discussion on the question of women and 
their ordination to the diaconate. ‘‘It is a 
subject very clearly present in the minds of 
those concerned with this program,’’ he 
said. “‘It is recognized that we have to start 
to deal with it, and I suspect that next year’s 
conférence will have much more in this area 
to discuss.”’ 

The San Diego diocese has nine 
permanent deacons ordained and 27 
candidates at various stages in the 
three-year pre-ordination program. At the 
conference it was forecast that in some 
dioceses in the United States deacons will 
outnumber priests in the future.

share better with a mixed 
group of believers, not solely 
priests. 


THE IDEA really began 
here in San Diego diocese, 
when the -National Federa- 
tion of Priests Councils met 
in 1970 for its annual 
convention and was concern- 
ed with its image as a 
““pressure group.”’ 


A survey was initiated by 
the NFPC to find out where 
priests stood in their prayer 
life. The survey team spent 
two years “‘catalyzing’’ in 10 
locations, according to Fa- 
ther Purta. 


The results became a 
best-seller booklet adopted 
by the NCCB, produced by 
seven priests, of whom 
Father Purta and Father 
Larkin are two. The booklet 
has now sold. 125,000 copies 
“so more than priests are 
studying it,’’ said co-author 
Purta. 


ON OF THE main empha- 
ses at the symposiums is that 
spirituality ‘‘is not detached 
from life, is not a-historical, 
supra-cultural,’” he explain- 
ed. “‘It is a part of life.’’ 


He explained that an 
American priest living in the 
United States faces three 
drives in his life which come 
from the American culture— 
his sexuality, the drive for 
power and the drive for 
affluence. ‘‘These are the 


marks of American culture, 
and the priest cannot avoid 
them.”’ 

By comparison, he pointed 
out, a priest in Southeast 
Asia or South America would 
have quite- different drives 
affecting his spirituality. 

“THE DAY OF the rugged 
individualist spirituality is 
over,’’ he said. “‘The great 
majority of us need the 
support that comes from 
group sharing.’’ 

And he differentiates be- 
tween spirituality and holi- 
ness. 


“Spirituality is that com- 


“plex of practices, attitudes, 


approaches to life which call 
forth the very surfaces of life, 
right to the fingertips,’’ he 
defines.

In this brief but sensitive and perceptive 
study of the effects of bereavement and 
loneliness and the necessary adjustment to 
living alone, Dr. Watkin offers some sound 
common-sense guidelines for widows. He 
makes a plea for greater personal prepara- 
tion for and greater community awareness of 
what is the fate of 600,000 women each year. 


This little book is a significant contribution 
to the understanding of a: still largely 
unrecognized need and should prove a 
valuable aid to counsellors as well as the 
newly widowed.
